They are then put in vats of 
refill water, which is changed twice a 
lay to get rid of the lye, after which 
,hey are placed in barrels and brine 
poured upon them. The barrels are

"Most of our olives were obtained 


from llcedluy, Madera and .Fresno, 
said Mr. Thatcher; "in the former 
place from the Madera Vineyard com- 
pany, from the California Fruit, Wine 
and Land company in Reedley nnd 
Kooding, Pcniche and others in Fresno.
